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C. The usual method of voting is by voice. Those in the affirmative 
signify by saying "aye" and those in the negative signify by saying "no" , 

D. A division of the Assembly may be demanded at any time after the 
question has been stated by the chair, even after the vote has been 
announced and another has the floor,, provided the vote was by voice. 

As soon as a division has been called, the chair proceeds to take the 
vote by first having those in the affirmative rise, then having those in 
the negative rise. Should the voice vote clearly indicate which side of 
the question has the majority, the presiding officer may ignore a call 
for a division. 

IV. Motions and Resolutions 

A. It is difficult to make a clear differentiation between a motion and a 
resolution. A motion, when passed, is a law which must be obeyed 
by everyone at all times. On the other hand, a resolution is more 
of a suggestion which does not bind as a law does, but which should be 
followed and obeyed since it has the support and sympathy of the 
majority. The general run of business in the Assembly contains many 
pieces of legislation which should be classed as resolutions and a few 
which should be classed as main motions. 

V. Motions in General 

A. A motion is one which is made to place before the Assembly proposed 
action on some particular subject. No main motion can be made while 
another is pending. As well, a main motion yields to all other types 
of motions, but is on equal rank with a resolution. 

B. Subsidiary motions are such as are applied to other motions for the 
purpose of modifying them, postponing action on them or disposing of 
them. Subsidiary motions may be applied to any motion and must be 
acted upon before the main motion. 

1. The motion to lay on the table takes precedence over all 
other subsidiary motions; it is undebatable and unamendable. 

If this motion prevails, the business so postponed may not 
be brought up again until other business has been transacted 

2. The motion to limit debate may be applied to any resolution 
or debatable motion. When passed, unless otherwise stated, 
it applies only to the immediately pending question for debate. 
After debate has been closed by the limit, a motion is in 
order to extend the time for discussion and debate. 

3 The effect of passing the motion to postpone to a certain time 
removes the specified motion or resolution from debate until 
a definite day and time. 

4. The motion to refer legislation to a group or committee for 

its decision as to the merit of the legislation is both amendable 
and debatable. The committee may make suggestions to the 
Assembly for the improvement of the legislation, but the

Numismatic and other texts frequently refer to 
certain other groups of tokens as supposedly re¬ 
lated to communion tokens, although such relation¬ 
ship is tenuous in almost every case. All of t se, 
excepting the Albany tokens and the Scottlt... . . - 
gars’ badges, are adequately treated by Hill (45), 
upon whose notes the following is based; the bibli¬ 
ographical references which Hill appends to each 
sure not included in the present catalogue, as not 
being truly germane to the principal subject. 
Tesserae. This name is applied to a large variety 
of tokens used in ancient times for many non-religious 
purposes such as tickets of admission to circuses, 
games and shows, or to enable the holder to share 
in the distribution of grain. In e?rly Christian times, 
tesserae sometimes were used as credentials, in 
place of letters, and in the Byzantine period they 
served similar purposes. The supposition that they 
may have been used by the faithful in seeking ad¬ 
mission to religious gatherings — which Hill does 
not regard as substantiated — has led some writers 
to consider tesserae as ancestrally related to com¬ 
munion tokens. The latter are so far removed in 
time from the ancient pieces that, whatever the 
similarity in their uses, an actual historical con¬ 
nection would seem impossible. 

Monnaies des Innocens et des Fous. The French 
term translates roughly as "Coins of the Simpletons 
and of the Fools”, and designates tokens issued in 
connection with religious saturnalia which were held 
in certain French towns from the 13th to the 17th 
centuries. (Hill mentions Amiens, Besancon, Char¬ 
tres, Laon, Peronne, Reims, Roye, St. Quentin and 
Senilis.) At these fetes, the clergy elected "bishops”, 
"archbishops”, "cardinals” and even "popes” to 
serve during the celebrations, apparently in much 
the same way as "kings” rule over modem Mardi 
Gras festivals. The earlier examples bear devices 
relating to the mock prelates, with humorous legends 
and rebuses often added; later varieties depict 
actual bishops or patron saints. Beyond the fact 
that they were issued by religious communities, 
such tokens have no resemblance to communion 
tokens. 

Boy Bishops’ Tokens. During the Middle Ages, it 
was the custom at Bury St. Edmunds to elect boys 
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to serve as "bishops” for a period of a week be¬ 
ginning upon St. Nicholas’ Day. To this event are 
attributed some rare lead tokens, surviving speci¬ 
mens of which all are associated with Bury. In 
addition to Hill’s remarks on the subject, reference 
should be made to The Money of the Boy Bishop 
at Bury St. Edmunds, by J.B. Caldecott (In: Trans¬ 
actions of the International Numismatic Congress 
(1936), London, 1938, pp. 366-371). Caldecott states 
that the custom was confined to this one town In 
England, but was general on the Continent, where 
it may have been akin to the monnaies des innocens 
et des fous. At Bury, however, no element of bur¬ 
lesque was involved, and it is suggested that the to¬ 
kens may have been distributed by the boy bishop on 
his progresses or to those who attended his 
"masses”. The tokens are attributed to 9 . period 
from the reign of Henry VI to the Dissolution, and 
of course sure unrelated to the communion. 

The Near East. In certain parts of the Levant, 
notably in the vicinity of Smyrna, some religious 
communities from early times issued token cur¬ 
rency for local use as small change. This custom 
continued in rather recent years, despite attempts 
to suppress it, but appears to have had its roots 
in the commercial instead of the religious needs of 
the people. 

Albany Church Pennies. The First Presbyterian 
Church of Albany, New York, in 1790 authorized 
the striking of 1,000 copper pieces with the words 
"church penny”, to be exchanged by the treasurer 
with members of the congregation "at the rate 
of twelve for one shilling, in order to add respect 
to the weekly collections”. To this issue are at¬ 
tributed uniface copper tokens with this legend, 
a variety having the letter "D” above the first 
word. At the time, coins circulating in the former 
colonies were scarce, and copper currency consisted 
largely of worn and counterfeit British and state 
coins, "bungtown” tokens, and the like, which were 
current for only a fraction of their ostensible value. 
This condition also gave rise to issues of paper 
notes, for the same purpose, by the Dutch Reformed 
Church of Schenectady and the Presbyterian Church 
of Troy. The foregoing note is based upon The 
Albany Church Pennies, by Howard H. Kurth (In: 
The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, Vol. 10, no. 4, 
Chicago, April, 1944, pp. 284-288). The tokens 
referred to sure often included in collections of com¬ 
munion tokens, but it is apparent that such in¬ 
clusion is erroneous. South African cardboard tokens 
and paper notes of Dutch Reformed Churches, issued 
for similar purposes axe noted and illustrated in 
the February 20, 1968, issue of Numismatic News, 
Iola, Wisconsin.

At Philadelphia I hear they have 
fared much in the same manner.” 2 

Undoubtedly, similar conditions 
existed at Albany. Indeed the cop¬ 
pers then in circulation were com¬

An original of this Troy 
note was at one time in the collec¬ 
tion of the Albany Institute. A fac¬ 
simile, probably quite accurate, was 
printed as an illustration in John 
Woodworth’s “Reminiscences of Troy, 
1790 to 1807.” 4 The notes of the 
Schenectady and Troy churches, by 
the way, were printed in Albany by 
C. R. and G. Webster. Both issues 
are ornamented with the same type 
of crossed bars and scroll work. 

In New York State the British 
terminology of pounds, shillings and 
pence was used in keeping accounts; 
but the monetary system was based 
on the Spanish dollar of eight shill¬ 
ings, and not on the pound sterling. 
The New York shilling of account 
was thus equal to the Spanish real. 
The term shilling in this sense is 
now virtually obsolete. However, we 
have recently heard an old fanner 
at Vischer Ferry, an out of the way 
village on the Mohawk above Co¬ 
hoes, quote prices in so many “shill¬ 


in’,” just as in the west we frequent¬ 
ly meet with the equivalent expres¬ 
sion of so many bits.” 5 

We gather from various Albany 
city ordinances regulating ferry 
rates and the price of bread, that 
the terms “coppers” and “pence” 
were used interchangably, though 
we are not certain on this point, and 
at times the coppers may have been 
discounted. The ferry rate for trans¬ 
porting a barrel of rum, sugar, mo¬ 
lasses or other full barrel is listed 
at “6 pence,” while the rate for 
transporting a dozen steel traps is 
fixed in the same ordinance at “6 
coppers.” 

Counterfeiting of silver coins 
seems to have been practiced in spite 
of the severe penalties. At the July 
term of the Supreme Court at Al¬ 
bany, 1786, we note that one Caleb 
Gardner was convicted of passing 
counterfeit Spanish dollars and was 
sentenced to be hanged. 

The country’s most urgent need 
for dependable coins of small de¬ 
nomination was recognized in the 
writings of George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson and others. Presi¬ 
dent Washington said in his third 
annual message to Congress on Oc¬ 
tober 25th, 1791, “The disorders in 
the existing currency, and especially 
the scarcity of small change, a scar¬ 
city so peculiarly distressing to the 
poorer classes, strongly recommend 
the carrying into immediate effect 
the resolution already entered into 
concerning the establishment of a 
mint.” 6 

It might be of some interest to 
try to picture what the City of Al¬ 
bany was like in 1790.

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of that year shows a population of 
3,506, including some 572 slaves. 

State Street in 1790 was quite dif¬ 
ferent from the street we are famil¬ 
iar with today. A fort stood at the 
top of the hill just above Lodge 
Street, though how it could have 
been of much use to the defense of 
the city is not quite clear. State 
Street itself was at that time a dou- 
ble-Ianed thoroughfare, paved at the 
sides only, the center being occupied 
by various buildings—a town hall, 
market place, fire engine house, and 
the Dutch and English churches. The 
English or Episcopal Church was op¬ 
posite Barrack Street (now Chapel 
Street), while the Dutch church was 
at the bottom of the hill near the 
corner of Market Street (now Broad¬ 
way). The big elm tree that stood 
for so many years at the northwest 
corner of State and Pearl Streets 
was even at that time a prominent 
landmark, and as a popular loiter¬ 
ing place probably ranked next to 
the City Tavern across the street. 
South Pearl, then known as Wash¬ 
ington Street, was a narrow arched 
alleyway running alongside of the 
tavern. There is even said to have 
been a gate by which the street 
could be closed at the entrance from 
State Street. 

Transportation was slow and un¬ 
certain. There was considerable traf¬ 
fic on the river by sailing sloop, but 
the time required to go to New York 
and back by this means depended to 
a great extent on the currents and 
tides, and on which way the wind 
was blowing. A mail stage ran to 
New York twice a week, though the 
contract required the mail to be car¬ 
ried but once a week. A stage also 
ran between Albany and Lansing- 
burgh (now the north end of Troy). 
At that time newly-named Troy, 
formerly known as Van der Hey- 
den’s, was a promising settlement of 
several houses but was less import¬ 


ant than Lansingburgh. Another 
stage wagon ran from Albany to 
Schenectady, Canajoharie, and as 
far west as Fort Plain, making the 
round trip to the latter place in 
seven days. 

There were at least a couple of 
small manufacturing establishments 
in Albany in 1790, a nail works 
erected by Messrs. Stevenson, Douw 
& Ten Eyck, and another by Garret 
Witbeck, and a newly-erected tobac¬ 
co and snuff mill by Mr. James Cald¬ 
well. Albany was primarily a trading 
center. The shallow-drafted river 
sloops from this port visited all cor¬ 
ners of the world, one making a re¬ 
markable voyage to China as early 
as 1785-’87. 

It would be interesting to examine 
an Albany merchant’s stock of this 
period. In 1790 Robert McClallen of 
10 State Street, at the corner of 
Green Street, advertised a general 
assortment of goods lately imported 
in the “Goliah” from London. Be¬ 
sides various cloths, trimmings, sat- 
inetts, lastings, cloaking, halfthicks, 
hats, handkerchiefs, etc., he men¬ 
tions 2, 2!4 and 3 point blankets, 
brass and steel shoe and knee buck¬ 
les. bar lead, duck and pigeon shot, 
gun powder, London pewter, Swede’s 
iron, common rum, and window 
glass. The prevalence of barter is 
indicated by the added note, “Pots 
and pearl ashes, staves, and other 
country produce taken in payment.” 

In presenting these few fragments 
of local history, gathered for the 
most part from Munsell’s “Annals 
of Albany,” we seem to have wan¬ 
dered away from the church penny. 
Unfortunately, there were no local 
numismatists in 1790 to record for 
us a detailed description of exactly 
what the church token looked like, 
and we have to be content with the 
rather vague mention of a copper 
piece bearing the words, “Church 
penny.” T 
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In an auction catalogue by W. 
Elliot Woodward, 1863, we find lot 
2079 described as a “church penny,” 
without the letter “D.” Woodward 
attributes this piece to Albany by 
quoting the resolution of the church 
trustees of January 4th, 1790, as 
found in Munsell’s Annals. The suc¬ 
ceeding lot, 2080, he describes as 
“another piece of subsequent emis¬ 
sion stamped with the letter ‘D’.” 
Both these specimens are believed to 
have been purchased by Bushnell. 
The sale catalogue of the Bushnell 
collection in 1882 lists apparently 
the same two pieces as lots 897 and 
898, and copies the same description 
as used in 1863. In the famous Mick- 
ley collection, also catalogued by 
Woodward, 1867, we find another 
specimen, lot 2471, described as a 
“New York cent, church penny, of 
great rarity,” and he again quotes 
the extract from Munsell. 

We have no way of determining 
on what evidence, if any, these par¬ 
ticular church pennies were identi¬ 
fied as the ones mentioned in the 
Albany records. There is nothing on 
the tokens themselves, with the pos¬ 
sible exception of the mysterious let¬ 
ter “D,” to offer any clew as to 
where they might be from. 

Mr. Woodward was a distinguish¬ 
ed numismatist of unquestionable 
sincerity, though this is no guaran¬ 
tee that he may not have been a bit 
over-zealous on occasion. He was 
probably familiar with Munsell’s 
works since the two gentlemen were 
not entirely unknown to each other. 
Indeed Munsell printed many of 
Woodward’s sale catalogues. 

Crosby, in his “Early Coins of 
America,” 1875, for some reason or 
other makes no mention of the Al¬ 
bany pennies. It does not seem like¬ 
ly that this could have been entirely 
an oversight on Crosby’s part, as he 
must have seen Woodward’s attribu¬ 
tion and was familiar with both the 


Mickley and the Bushnell collections. 

Woodward’s identification of the 
church pennies as the ones mention¬ 
ed in the Albany records seems to 
have been accepted without question 
by succeeding numismatists, includ¬ 
ing those great American catalogu¬ 
ers, the Chapmans of Philadelphia. 
Henry Chapman devoted consider¬ 
able space to an “Albany church 
penny” in his catalogue of the ex¬ 
tensive Jenks collection, 1921, and 
illustrated it in the plates, lot 5507. 

After quoting verbatim the refer¬ 
ence used by Woodward, Chapman 
added, “Surely a necessity coinage! 
and a curiosity of low finance, for it 
appears the congregation were loath 
to part with a shilling at a time for 
the uses of the church and this tok¬ 
en gave them the opportunity to 
spin it out for contributions for 
three months! From the Mills col¬ 
lection. Very rare and seldom offer¬ 
ed.” The Chapmans, by the way, also 
catalogued the Mills collection, 1904. 

Edgar H. Adams, in his list of 
“United States Store Cards,” 1920. 
mentions an Albany penny of the 
First Presbyterian Church as N. Y. 
No. 2. Likewise, Wayte Raymond, in 
his “Early New York Merchants’ 
Tokens,” 1936, and in the recent 
“Standard Catalogues,” 1940-42, il¬ 
lustrates a specimen as N. Y. State 
No. 1. 

We have with us tonight both 
varieties of these tokens reputed to 
be from Albany. If numismatic lit¬ 
erature has failed to give us a com¬ 
plete and unbroken record of these 
interesting pieces, an examination 
of the tokens themselves leaves us 
almost equally in the dark. Thev 
bear simply the word “CHURCH” in 
capital etters, with the word “Pen¬ 
ny” in script letters below, all within 
a cii'cular sunken panel of twenty- 
four scallops. One variety has a 
blank space in the field above the 
word “CHURCH.” In the other vari- 
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ety, this space is occupied by the 
script letter “D.” However, a care¬ 
ful examination proves that they 
are both from the same die. The re¬ 
verses are blank. The tokens have an 
old appearance and the style seems 
to be of about the 18th century. 
There is said to be a specimen in the 
cabinet of the American Numismatic 
Society stamped over a George III 
halfpenny of undeterminable date. * 1 * 3 * * * 7 

The significance of the letter “D” 
on some or most of the church pen¬ 
nies is rather obscure. It may stand 
for the name of some town, though 
we have never heard of the token 
being attributed to any place other 
than Albany. The most general opin¬ 
ion of our correspondents seems to 
be that the letter is the Latin abbre¬ 
viation for penny as used by the 
British. It seems however that such 
an abbreviation would be rather su¬ 
perfluous in view of the fact that the 
word “Penny” was already on the 
token. The fact that a number of 
pieces were struck without the “D,” 
and that the letter was later added 
to the die, seems to indicate that it 
must have had a more essential sig¬ 
nificance than a mere repetition of 
the denominaiton. At one time we 
were of the opinion that in one of 
our specimens the letter “D” may 
have been neatly removed from the 
token itself by a skillful engraver. 
However, after examining several 
specimens with particular attention 
to the smoothness and uniform ox¬ 
idation of the field, we are convinced 
that this is not the case. We are 
quite certain that the “D” was cut 
into the die subsequent to the strik¬ 
ing of those pennies not bearing the 
letter. It would make a plausible ex¬ 
planation to suppose that the tokens 
with the “D” may have been issued 
for the Dutch Church. However, this 
supposition is a mere conjecture and 
we have no evidence to support it. 

The reader may have sensed that 


we have implied the question as to 
whether or not these church pennies 
really are from Albany. We regret 
that we have been unable to furnish 
a more conclusive answer, but we 
believe that they are. This belief is 
based not alone on the rather nega¬ 
tive evidence that these tokens have 
not been ascribed to any other place, 
but on the unanimous opinion of a 
number of distinguished numisma¬ 
tists and historians of the past and 
present. Unless some strong evi¬ 
dence to the contrary is unearthed, 
these tokens will continue to be rec¬ 
ognized as the 1790 church pennies 
of Albany. As such, they are entitled 
to a more prominent place among 
the early American coins and tokens. 
It is true that these roughly stamp¬ 
ed pieces of copper bear no pictorial 
device. Most people would consider 
them entirely devoid of any artistic 
merit. They have, however, a certain 
practical simplicity that one would 
expect considering their purpose. As 
historical mementoes they serve to 
demonstrate the scarcity of money 
in general, and the particular need 
for a negotiable copper currency, in 
those years just prior to the estab¬ 
lishment of the United States mint. 
They have also served incidentally 
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to help remind us of an interesting 
period of local history. 

We are especially indebted to 
Messrs. Damon G. Douglas, J. Doug¬ 
las Ferguson, Charles P. Knoth, 
George M. Korb, Alfred Z. Reed, 
Max M. Schwartz, H. R. Stephans, 
and to numerous other correspon¬ 
dents, many of whom went out of 
their way considerably to answer 
our inquiries on the subject.

Many thanks for yours of the 15th, re the three notes allegedly of 
Pittsburgh, 1775. Sorry to have taken so long to reply, but my inquiries 
led to somewhat protracted research by others. 

Basically, I have made three contacts in searching for data: (1) 
The "Pennsylvania Room" of the principal Carnegie Library here; (2) The 
Western Pennsylvania Historical Society; (3) The Darlington Library of the 
University of Pittsburgh. Thus far, I have drawn a complete blank. 

(1) Mrs. Julia Cunningham of the "Pennsylvania Room" checked 
every record at their command in a fruitless effort to find a notation re 
Ignace Labate. Attached is a list of references she has checked. (2) 

Robert Harpster, director of the Historical Society, says that he has no 
other references likely to shed any light on the late M. Labate. (3) The 
Darlington Library was founded to preserve the collections of books and 
mss. of early local millionaire William Darlington. The librarian says 
he has no printed additions to Mrs. Cunningham's list, but will search the 
indices to their extensive collections of mss. If he finds anything, he 
will notify me promptly. If he doesn't, I can’t think where else to try. 

However, there are a couple of observations to be made. First, as 
Harpster points out, October 1775 was a very brief time after the end of the 
French wars, and the French continued to stir up the Indians against the 
local frontiers long after the cessation of hostilities; hence a man with 
so obviously French a name would hardly be welcome here. Second, our first 
newspaper (and the first west of the mountains) was founded by one John 
Scull in 1786; it is doubtful if there was a local printer any earlier. 
Perhaps this was a form printed at York, Lancaster, Harris's Ferry (Harris¬ 
burg) or Carlisle for use by Pittsburgh merchants--it might have been a 
better print job if done in Philadelphia.

So I'm afraid that, so far at least, I have failed to come up with 
anything worthwhile. I shall continue to poke around, hoping for better 
things--and if I get them, you will.

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"TVc lTbW'TeSTcTciC' '11 e was elected president of life village ol Mohawk three 
terms, and for two years, 1866 and 1867, was supervisor of the town 
of German Flats. He was chairman of the board of supervisors 
of the county in 1867. In 1855 he was elected to the Assembly by 
the Native American party, from the 2nd Assembly district of the county. 
He was a member of the Judiciary Committee and of the Committee on 
the Militia and Public Defense, and chairman of the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges. In 1856 he was the candidate of the same party for the 
office of canal commissioner, but shared defeat with his party at the 
election. 

At the general election in the fall of 1867 he was elected to the import¬ 
ant and responsible office of county judge and surrogate of Herkimer 
county for the term of four years. At the expiration of said term he was 
rc elected for a term of six years, and at the election in the fall of 1877 he 
was again elected for a full term of six years. 

Mr. Prescott has always closely attended to his professional and official 
duties; he has always had a good and successful practice as an attorney 
and counsellor at law, and ranks well in his profession, the duties of his 
office allowing him to practice in the Supreme Court and the Court of 
Appeals of the State. 

On each of the occasions he has been unanimously nominated for the 
official position which he now holds by his party, and has been elected by 
an increased majority on each occasion, which shows the appreciation in 
which he is held by the people of the county. Soon after the organiza¬ 
tion of the Republican party he became a member of it, and has ever 
since been a firm and decided believer in its principles.

THE REFORMED CHURCH OF HERKIMER. 

In January. 1775, some Oneida Indians made the following complaint to 
their superintendent, Guy Johnson,—their artless words afford a delightful 
exhibit of the spirit of exclusive sectarianism : 

“One of our first disputes with the minister of which we formerly com¬ 
plained to you was for refusing to baptize some of our children; whom we 
carried to him for that purpose and earnestly requested it, but he refused 
us, although one of the children was at the point of death and died soon 
after, saying that unless the parents were Christians he would not baptize 
the children. When we told him we could take our children to the Ger¬ 
man Calvinist minister, or any other, at the German Flats, who had offered 
to baptize them, he answered that we might as well throw them into the 
fire, for that the French, the English and Dutch were all wrong, but that 
he was in the right wav, and stood under the protection of the arm of the 
Almighty.” 

The “German Calvinist minister” referred to must have been the pastor 
of the first church in the village of Herkimer, that from which the present 
Reformed church is an outgrowth. That a church stood on the site of 
the present edifice of the Reformed society at the time of Bellctrc's inroad, 
and was then destroyed, is sliowh by the following translation by Rev. J. 
P. Spinner of an old German document: 

“Germanfi.atts, August 20, 1770. 

“ I, on the end undersigned, testify hereby that I have given an acre of 
land fora High Dutch Reformed Church on the stone ridge : but whereas, 
the church, with all its writings, in the devastation of this place by the 
Indians anno 1757, in an unfortunate manner has been burned away; and 
whereas, I have this land wherein this acre lies transferred to my son, 
Dietrich, and the same iikewise did precede me to eternity, I, John Jost 
Petrie, testify that the oldest son of the deceased Dietrich must give other 
writings as soon as the same comes to his years, and a new church, with 
my consent, on the same acre of land build again. Such I do attest with 
my own hand and seal.

HISTORY OF HERKIMER COUNTY. NEW YORK 


The early pastors of the Fort Herkimer Church, Rev. Abraham Rosc- 
cranz and Rev. John P. Spinner, also ministered to the spiritual wants of 
the people north of the river. In the absence of any clergymen at what 
is now Herkimer, Or. William Retry sometimes read the service, and 
sometimes John Christian Shell, the famous defender of the Shell’s Rush 
block-house. 

This church must have been sadly broken up by the Revolution. The 
present organization dates back to 1797. In that year the consistory au¬ 
dited and allowed the following interesting account, presented by John 
Frank and Rudolph Steele, who, as a committee, had been to Albany to 
transact some business for the church:

The second church edifice, like its predecessor, was burned, being swept 
away in the conflagration which destroyed also the court-house and jail, 1 * 
in January, 1834. It was a wooden building, and in its destruction the 
society suffered a loss of about $2,000. 

The present structure of brick was immediately erected. It is difficult 
to estimate its cost, as a great deal of the labor was performed gratis by 
the inhabitants of the village generally and the members of the congre¬ 
gation. 

In the year 1871 it was slightly repaired at a cost of $300, a pulpit 
alcove being made. In the year 1874 the old straight-back seats, high 
pulpit and galleries were torn out, the windows lengthened and imported 
French stained glass put in. The walls and ceilings were elegantly and 
richly decorated, and the wood-work made of solid black walnut to the 
floor. The organ was put in repair and repainted. All of the improve¬ 
ments cost about $6,000. 

The whole church property, including the lecture-room building, is esti¬ 
mated to be worth at least $20,000. The steeple contains the town clock. 

The congregation is made up of about one hundred and fifty families or 
representatives therefrom. The Sunday-school is a flourishing one, superin¬ 
tended at present by Mr. Henry Churchill. 

The pastors settled over the church, in the order of their service, 
have been as follows: Rev. John P. Spinner, installed in 1802, who 
towards the last had associated with him Rev. Messrs. Schneider and 
Lechner; Rev. James Murphy, D. D., Rev. Sanford C. Mead, Rev. H. B. 
Gardner, Rev. Jeremiah Petrie, Rev. G. D. Consant, Rev. Ralph W. 
Brokaw. 

Mr. Browkaw is the present pastor. He began his labors in July, 1877. 
He was ordained to the office of the ministry on the 16th of that month 
by the Ciassis of Montgomery. He was graduated from Rutgers College, 
New Brunswick, N. J., in 1874, receiving the degree of A.B. The degree 
of A. M. was conferred upon him in 1877 by the same college. His theo¬ 
logical education was received in the theological school at the same place, 
and he was licensed to preach by the Ciassis of New Brunswick in May, 
1877. 

The present officers of the church are as follows: R. W. Browkaw, 
pastor and president of consistory ex ojjicio; C. L. Avery, M. C. Folts, 
W. C. Rasbach and William Kast, ciders; J. D. Spinner, A. L. Brush, John 
Gettlcy and Henry Churchill, deacons.

III. German Reformed Church at Schohary (Schoharie)

Received your letter of the 24th. I can add some helpful 
data about everyone named in it. 

We had newspapers in Lansingburgh from 1787 and Tiffany & Wands 
who printed the notes (re photocopies enclosed in your letter) 
published the Lansingburgh newspaper called The American Spy 
In 1791 it was published by Silvester Tiffany and by August 
2, 1792 by Silvester Tiffany and William W. Wands. By Qecember 
1792 it just carred the name of William W. Wands. Files of this 
paper are in the Troy Library, I think from 1791 until at least 
the middle of June of 1797. It was an excellent paper for the 

period, and was our Ehitd newspaper.

His wife Almira and various others of his family are buried near him. 

As to mo^py issued by Janes and Dole - That Janes is perfectly 
cofcrect and when you see that you know you are in Lansingburgh. 

There were two brothers in business at a very early date, their names 
ELIJAH and ELISHA JANES. Some times they were in business separately 
sometimes together, sometimes one of them with another, such as Janes 
and Dole, That one was Elijah as I recall 

Elijah Janes died the 30 th of Jan, 1823 in his 56 th yr. 

Elisha Janes, died Aug. 17, 1828 in the 54th yr of his age. 

They with wives etc. are buried together-'Lansingburgh Village Cem. 

Incidently Elijah Janes was one of the incorporators of the Lansingburgh 
Library Feb 24,1795, also once President of the Vil. of Lansingburgh 
1799-1800. He was doing business in Lansingburgh in 1798. merchant 
on corner of Elizabeth and River Streets (now 116th St.and First Ave) (1 


Re. signature of James Dole- he was a prominent early Lansingburgh 
business man. All the Dole family were well known here. They 
are buried in rows in our Village Cemetery. He may have been in 
Albany in 1790 as the census states, but he did not stay there. 

His advertisements run through all our early papers and I have 
seen his signature on numerous records. 







Elijah Janes left a will dated Jan. 28,1821 probated Feb 28,1823. 
They both died in the Village and have obituaries.

American Spy of 1795 carried the Janes and Dole Adv. They seem to

Well known farm formerly owned by Capt. John Tibbits about 
3 acres on rd. toward Cambridge and Pittstown for sale etc. 
see Janes and Dole and John D. Dickinson, 
dated Lans. March 2, 1795 

(Pittstown is a town which adjoins Lansingburgh) 

James Dole was a trustee of the Presbyterian Church here- 1795* 


Lansingburgh Gazette Sept 6, 1803 has adv. for James Dole 
Dry Goods, Groceries, etc etc. 

Not surprising James Dole was Treasurer of the Lansingburgh Museum 
(whatever it turns out to be). He was prominent and reputable. 


You mention notes issued by Janes and Dole in Lansingburgh 
Dec. 31,1790. I have seen their Adv. even a little before that 
in spite of that census record. 


This background may interest you, while you wait for something more 
to the point to be found in the papers. I will remind the girl 

to keep checking, when I am in the Library again.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

You will soon be hearing from Mrs. Hill at the Troy,Library, 
as the first real data has been found on the Lansingburgh 
Museum. I was in the Library while one volume of The 
American Spy was being checked. A student from one of the 
local colleges was helping and he found it. We carried the 
volume downstairs very carefully to a xerox machine they have 
and she obtained a copy for you and I have one also. As 
this account (in Jan.1793 paper-describing a meeting of the 
members of the Museum which took place Oct. 1792) speaks 
of a general meeting, the Museum was evidently in existance 
for some time. I suggested that the Museum might have held 
annual or semi-annual meetings and it might be well to try 
October of 1791. They are going to do this and also go" 
on from 1792 and look for the next meeting.
